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The Foreign Agricultura] Service of the U.S. Department of Agricul- 
ture today reported the following developments in world agriculture and trade. 


U.S. EXPORT SALES 


U.S. Exports of Corn, Grain Sorghum and Soybeans for 1987/88 Exceed 
Previous Year. Data from FAS's Export Sales Report show U.S. corn exports for 
the 1987/88 marketing year (Sept/Aug) at 43.846 million tons, 12 percent above 
Jast year's total] and 5 percent above the five-year average. 


Exports of grain sorghum for the year totaled 5.632 million tons, 13 
percent above Jast year, but ] percent below the five-year average. Soybean 
exports totaled 21.740 million tons, an increase of 4 percent over the prior 
year and 3 percent over the five-year average. 


For the 1988/89 marketing year, export sales for corn are up 50 
percent and sorghum are doubled 1987/88. Other commodity totals trai] last 
year. 


The following table compares accumulated exports and outstanding 
sales for similar periods in the 1987/88 and the 1988/89 marketing years as 
reported under FAS's Export Sales Reporting Program. Data for 1987/88 are as 
of Sept. 3, 1987, while data for 1988/89 are as of Sept. 1, 1988. Accumulated 
exports are commodities which have been sold and exported. Outstanding sales 
are commodities which have been sold but not yet exported. Data are measured 
in thousand units (metric tons/bales).

GRAIN AND FEED 


EUROPEAN COMMUNITY Aggressively Pursuing Exports. The European 
Community (EC) is actively pursuing a near record grain export level. The EC 
authorized 912,000 tons of free market wheat exports (not intervention stocks) 
with a maximum subsidy of about $64 per ton. This brings free market wheat 
authorizations to 2.3 million tons so far in 1988/89, compared to less than 
200,000 tons issued at this time last year when the EC emphasized intervention 
sales and free market sales were inhibited by a smaller crop of poor quality. 


EC traders also have reportedly sold 1.5 million tons of wheat and | 
million tons of barley to the USSR in response to the EC Commission's offer of 
an additional $5.50 subsidy on sales to the USSR. The total subsidy package 
has allowed the EC to sel] the wheat at about $140 per ton free on board (FOB) 
and the barley at $120 FOB per ton. With large exportable supplies, lower 
domestic prices and sharply reduced export subsidy costs, the EC is likely to 
continue aggressively targeting neighboring countries for grain exports. 


DAIRY, LIVESTOCK AND POULTRY 


UNITED KINGDOM Milk Production Off 5 Percent in 1988. In the United 
Kingdom (UK), milk output in 1988 is estimated at 14.6 million tons from 3.2 
million cows, according to the U.S. agricultural counselor in London. These 
estimates represent declines of 5 and 3 percent, respectively, and are due to 
the EC quota system which called for a 6-percent cut in milk deliveries for 
the 1987/88 dairy year (April/March) and a 2.5-percent cut for the current 


year. Output in 1989 is forecast to decline another 2 percent due to 
declining cow numbers. 


With lower milk production and near constant rates of use of fresh 
milk, supplies of milk for manufacturing have become tight. Output of butter 
and non-fat dry miJk (NDM) in 1988 are forecast down sharply, while 
cheese--with more favorable market prospects--is making a sizable gain. For 
1988 butter and NDM production are estimated at 131,000 and 130,000 tons, down 
25 and 33 percent, respectively, while cheese output is forecast at 308,000 
tons, up J7 percent. For 1989, butter and NDM are forecast at 125,000 and 
124,000 tons, respectively, each down about 5 percent. Cheese output in 1989 
is forecast at 280,000 tons, down 9 percent. Tighter supplies of 
manufacturing milk and the 1988 build-up in cheese stocks are the major 
factors behind the forecast downturn in cheese production. 


SUGAR 


WORLD Sugar Production Forecast at Record. The forecast for the 
1988/89 world centrifuga] sugar production has been increased to a record 
107.1 million tons (raw value), 3 percent more than the first forecast made in 
May and last year's revised outturn. World production of sugar from cane is 
forecast at 68.4 million tons, up 5 percent from a year ago; sugar from beets 
is forecast at 38.5 million tons, unchanged from a year earlier. 
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In the EC, the forecast was raised 5 percent from the May number and 
is up 3 percent from a year ago, reflecting unusually good growing conditions 
and sucrose yields. In West Germany sugar growers are expecting an exce] lent 
Sugarbeet crop of about 20 mijlion tons, with a record yield per hectare of 8 
tons resulting in tota] sugar outturn of 3.4 million tons. The crop in 
France, also revised upward from May to 4.0 million tons, is expected to 
exceed last year's bumper crop. 


In Eastern Europe, where drought has affected sugarbeet growth and 
development in most countries, the forecast is 350,000 tons off from May and 
from Jast year. The Soviet Union forecast is for a near-record sugar outturn 
of 10 mijlion tons for the current season, up 300,000 tons from the May 
forecast and 200,000 more than last year. The record high occurred in 1968/69 
when 10.5 million tons were produced. This year's harvest could exceed 90 
million tons of sugarbeets harvested from 3,367,000 hectares. Near ideal 
conditions existed throughout the planting, growing and sugar accumulation 
periods for this crop which is already being harvested. 


In Brazij, the forecast for 1988/89 has been increased 600,000 tons 
Since May to 8.7 million tons, principally because of improved weather in the 
Northeast region. Cane harvested for sugar and alcoho] is forecast at 3 
percent more than Jast season. Cuban sugar production for 1988/89 is forecast 
at 7.8 million tons, 250,000 tons more than earlier forecast and 500,000 tons 
more than last year's drought-affected crop. 


The sugar production forecast in Asia, up 8 percent from May, is 
expected to exceed Jast year's output by 2 percent. The 1988/89 forecast was 
boosted by a record 10.7-mijlion-ton crop in India, up from the earjier 
forecast by 1.4 million tons. The 1987/88 crop was also revised upward to 
10.0 million tons. The increase is expected to result from a diversion of 
Cane from the noncentrifuga] sweetener, gur, and as a resuJt of good rains and 
an increase in area due to improved grower prices. 


Australian sugar prospects increased to 3.8 million tons, highest in 
recent history. The bumper crop is attributed to an increase in area and near 
optimal growing conditions.

TEA 


INDIA, KENYA Expect Record Tea Output. India's 1988 tea production 
is expected to reach a record 690,000 tons compared with the previous high of 
674,200 tons in 1987 with most of the increase from South India, according to 
the U.S. agricultura] counselor in New Delhi. A good monsoon this year and 
the expectation of better economic performance he]ped boost production. 
Kenya's 1988 tea outturn is forecast at 160,000 tons, 3 percent more than lJast 
year's record crop of 155,808 tons, according to the U.S. agricultural] attache 
in Nairobi. Both area planted and harvested have been increasing. 
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WEEKLY EXCHANGE RATE DEVELOPMENTS 


The dollar ended the week of September 12 mixed against the world's 
major currencies despite the favorable U.S. trade report which placed the July 
trade gap at $9.3 billion, the lowest level in 43 months. The dollar's 
strength was tempered by fears of additional] centraJ-bank intervention.
